Food prices in general 
continued to rise, although 
the cost of feeding a family 
of four in New York City last 
week dropped .6 per cent 
from the previous week. 
The New York market 
basket figure is based on a 
weekly 38-item study by the

Affairs. It cost $67.11 last 
week, 38 cents less than that 
of the week ending July 4. 
But in a Dallas super­ 
market, the price of a pound 
of butter rose to $122 a 
pound, while chicken was as 
dear as meat in some cities 
covered by U P I’s regular 
survey of basic food prices in 
the United States. 
Hartford’s top price of 99 
cents a pound for whole 
broilerfryer chickens was 
almost double the average of 
58 cents recorded March 16.

Legislation Discussed

Inflation in America grows 
because 
of 
excessive 
Welfare rolls. The heavy 
burden for the various public 
assistance programs has 
been 
carried 
by 
middle- 
income Americans for too 
long through the hardearned 
taxes they pay. 
Therefore, in June of this 
year, I sponsored legislation 
which would require fun­ 
damental changes in the 
Food 
Stamp 
Program 
Sweeping reform is needed 
and the following statistics 
and examples will prove my 
case. 
In Fiscal Year 1965, the 
Food Stamp Program cost 
$36 million. Just IO years 
later, the cost had risen to an 
estimated $5.2 billion. The 
increase in cost is due to a 
flaw in the Food Stamp 
Formula itself, whereby an 
increasing number of people 
have become eligible, even 
though they are in higher 
income brackets and do not 
need nutritional assistance. 
This “ flaw” is that eligibility 
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is presently based on net 
income rather than gross 
income. 
At 
present, 
one 
in 
13 
Americans receive Food 
Stamps, but one in four are 
eligible. The following is an 
example of how a family of 
four can manipulate their 
finances to qualify for food 
stamps: 
Gross income is $12,000 per 
year. Allowable dedications 
are 
Federal 
and 
State 
Income 
Taxes. 
$200, 
Retirement, 
25: 
Social 
Security Taxes, 50; Union 
Dues, 
15; 
10-percent 
Allowance 
for 
Working 
Applicants (up to $30) 30; 
Medical, 60, and Child Care, 
60. for a total deduction of 
$440. 
The 
fam ily’s 
monthly 
income has been reduced 
from 
$1,000 to 
$560 by 
deducting the allowable $440. 
Another exemption they 
may 
claim 
is 
“ excess 
housing.” The Dept, of 
Agriculture has declared 
that no one need pay more 
than 30 percent of their net 
income for housing, 
in­ 
cluding utilities 
lf this family pays $300 in 
mortgage and utilities, they 
are paying too much. Thirty 
percent of $560 (their net 
income) is $168. 
Subtracting this from the 
$300 they pay, $217 further 
deductible 
as 
“ excess 
housing.” Therefore, their 
adjusted net income drops to 
$343, qualifying them 
for 
food stamps. 
According 
to 
USDA 
requirements. $513 is the cut­ 
off for eligibility. At this 
level, a fam ily of four 
requires $154 in food stamp 
coupons, for which they 
must 
pay 
$95. 
(These 
requirements are all set by 
USDA.) This means that, in 
addition to their $12,000 per 
year earned income, this 
fam ily will receive $780 
more in welfare subsidies! 
This same family can also 
receive assistance from 
other 
publicly-funded 
programs, such as: School 
Lunch Program: the Special 
S u p p l e m e n t a l 
F o o d 
Program 
for 
Women, 
Infants, and Children; the 
School Breakfast Program; 
the Special Summer Feeding 
Program s; 
Meals 
on 
Wheels, Free lunches for the

elderly under the Older 
Americans Act; Reduced 
prices at M ilitary Com­ 
missaries. 
Here are some stories I 
have read 
that 
further 
illustrate the need for food 
stamp reform: 
-In February, 1975, a 
Louisiana recipient s home 
was robbed of $3700 in 
jewelry, $240 in cash, and 
$500 in food stamps. 
-A 17-year old California 
boy, still in high school, 
recently 
decided 
he no 
longer wanted to live with 
his parenfs: he moved in 
with friends and received 
free food stamps. 
-College students can save 
up to $1500 in a bank for the 
school year and still receive 
$46 per month 
in 
food 
stamps. 
-The 
Executive 
City 
Editor of 
the 
“ Atlanta 
Constitution” went to his 
local welfare office, in­ 
formed them he earned 
more than $20,000 gross 
income, owned 
a 
$40,000 
home, a three-acre lot, two 
late model automobiles, and 
had 
a 
wife 
and 
three 
children. He qualified for 
$180 worth of food stamps 
per month, for which he paid 
$140; an annual subsidy of 
$480. 
- “ Parade” 
magazine 
recently 
advertised 
a 
pamphlet telling how a 
family earning $15,000 per 
year could be eligible for 
food stamps 
A General Motors strike in 
1970 resulted in one-half the 
striking workers receiving 
food stamps at a cost of 
between $10.7 and $14.3 
million. 
These are definite abuses 
of a public welfare system 
meant to provide assistance 
to 
the 
needy. 
We 
must 
reassess the Food Stamp 
Program and make changes 
in eligibility requirements. 
Need should be based on 
gross income, not net in­ 
come. There should be a 
maximum income limit and 


a 
minimum 
age 
lim it. 
College students and strikers 
should not be eligible. 
These reforms would cut 
our welfare rolls, and thus, 
our costs considerably. They 
would 
insure that 
public 
assistance funds would go to

M cCulloch said those who 
are vitally concerned with 
the basic question of w here

recreation closer together; 
environm ental concerns and 
their effect on developm ent 
and grow th. 


“ New tow ns,” McCulloch 
believes, ‘‘can help resolve 
at least som e of the m ajor 
c o n flic ts by p ro v id in g a 
viable solution to our need to 
live and w ork in harm ony 
w ith our environm ent.”

A year that began with 
high hopes has been reduced 
to simply playing out the rest 
of the regular season for the 
Dallas Tornado.

Through 17 games, Dallas 
has started 16 different 
lineups and have never 
opened with the same side 
two consecutive games. 
M ajor 
injuries 
have

knee) for long periods of 
time. 
O thers 
like 
Albert 
Jackson,

less severe hurts. Among the 
regulars, only George Ley 


and Kyle Rote have been 
healthy 
throughout 
the 
campaign. 
With the Tornado now out 
of playoff consideration, 
Newman is contemplating 
more lineup changes. 
Gore and Chadwick are 
nearing fitness and could 
rejoin the side. Freddie 
Garcia may get some ex­ 
tensive playing time in the 
front line and rookie Matt 
Weiss may play some goal 
during the five remaining 
regular season games. 
“I still want to win and we 
shall continue to field the 
best side possible,” Newman 
stated. “We must play well 
for our fans, especially in the 
Pele exhibition, and we must 
rebuild some of our con­ 
fidence for next season.”
